The fruit for jellies 
should lie just ii|H*. or a little mi¬ 
ller ri|»e, frostily picked, and of a 
good quality. 

The small juicy berries sucli ns 
currants, blackberries, raspberries, 
etc., can be cooked in a stone pot, 
which should bo placed in a kettle 
of boiling water; themthe contents 
should lie stirred undfnashed well, 
until the fruit is heated through, 
say about an hour; or tho fruit cau 
be heated slowly iu a preserving 
kettle and mashed well. In either 
case, strain tho juice through a j t'hiV» 
piece of cheese cloth, and next| western states 
through a flannel bag; place in the 
preserving kettle, and on tlie fire. 

Boil and skim ; add a pouud of su¬ 
gar for every pound of juice, first 
heating the sugar in tho oveu. Stir 
until tlie sugar dissolves, and fill 
the glasses. 

When such fruit ns anples, pears, 
peaches, quinces, etc., are used,
